That there are more wolves in Polk 
county at the present time than ever 
before since the organization of the 
county is shown by the fact that the 
bounties paid by the state for them 
have doubled in the last year. 
There 
already have been brought to the au­ 
ditor’s office at the court house this 
winter ninety-five hides, 
for 
which 
$7.50 each was paid as a bounty, m ak­ 
ing a total of $712.50 given out to the 
hunters, trappers and farmers who in­ 
stigated a raid to exterminate the pest 
in this section of the country. 
W o lv e s this winter have been so- 
numerous that the farmers have ex ­ 
perienced heavy losses as a result of 
the bold foraging 
of the 
animals. 
Packs of them have endangered the 
lives of cross-country travelers.. 
In Red L ak e and Beltrami coun­ 
ties not only wolves have been re­ 
ported as being numerous, but also 
bears have been seen in great num ­ 
bers. 
H. O. Smith, a Beltrami coun­ 
ty homesteader, while in the city re­ 
cently, said that on his way to this 
city, where he transacted business at 
the land office, he was approached by 
three bears before he reached 
the 
nearest railway station, and 
had it 
not been for the tall timber, he might 
have been attacked by the 
anibals 
He was forced to climb a tree and to 
wait until the three bears were sat­ 
isfied that he was not their meat. This 
is but one instance of many that have 
been reported in the last winter, and 
some of them have been thrilling.

Among those things that are under consideration in connection with 


the formation of a new civic body to be built from the timbers of the 


Board of Trade and the Progressive Association, is a 
“sliding 
scale” 


of dues. That is, a schedule based on the ratings of Dun or Bradstreet, 


whereby members will pay in proportion to their property interests. The 


schedule contemplated makes the memberships vary from Si to $5 


It would be wise to give this idea 
careful 
consideration 
before 


finally determining upon its adoption 
Of course no plan of assessment 


can be devised to which objections cannot be raised. 
The objections 


should be heard, weighed and accepted for what they are worth. 
It has been the experience in some similar enterprises that the ‘‘slid­ 


ing scale” is not the most satisfactory arrangement in the world. There 


are three principal objections to it. as follows: 
( 1) 
After comparisons, which are “odious,” certain 
members 
will 


conceive the idea that they are paying more in proportion to the bene­ 


fits the}' derive and the value of their property than are certain other m em ­ 


bers. 


(a) 
The mer. who pay the smaller assessments usually feel that in 


proportion to the relative assessments paid they are “small frye" as com ­ 


pared with those paying larger assessments This feeling always results in 


loss of interest, falling off in attendance, etc. 


( 3 ) 
M en who pay $5 and are accorded one vote feel that it is un­ 


just that a man who pays but one dollar has equal voting power, and that 


five men who paid $1 each as. opposed to his $5 payment can outvote him 


five to one on exactly the same aggregate financial contribution. 


While it may be true that there is pith in the argument that the 


man who pays $5 pays it because he has larger property interests than he 


who pays Si and that therefore his payment is in direct proportion to 


the benefit he will receive. This, however, will not satisfy, for the man 


who pays the $5 will reply thai without equal voting rights he may be 


deprived, by ballots cast in the councils of the organisation, of the very 


benefits for which he makes the larger payment 


Perhaps there are advantages 
to the “sliding scale” that more than 


offset these objectionable features;, perhaps the extent of the drawback is 


magnified. 
But if “an ounce 
prevention is worth a pound of 
cure." 


the situation demands that both the board and the association devote care 


ful thought to the matter. 
Mistakes concerning vital points should be 


avoided at the outset of an enterprise upon which this city is ready to 


stake its future development.
